Conferences and Convenings . The Foundation convenes higher education leaders, policy makers, researchers, and 

others who are actively involved in the effort to expand access and success in higher education, particularly to hard-to- 

reach populations including adults who originally chose not to pursue higher education after high school, first 

generation students, low-income students, and students of color. These convenings are focused on bringing together 

key stakeholders on a specific topic with the objective being both to share information and to develop actionable, 

measurable next steps. The topics range from ways to overcome barriers to higher education to effective strategies to 

increase the rate of persistence and graduation among students who enroll in college The Foundation disseminates 

the results of these convenings on its website to leverage the knowledge gained for the benefit of others. In 2014 the $ 4,814,801 

Foundation held 51 convenings: 12 at the Foundation’s offices, 5 off site, but in Indianapolis, 34 out-of-state and 1 

webinar series The location of each convening is based on the topic and the participants In addition to this 

convening strategy, the Foundation also actively seeks opportunities to share with external audiences the urgency of 

the need to increase degree attainment. For example, Foundation executives also participate actively in conferences 

on these subjects in the US and abroad. During 2014 the CEO gave approximately 28 keynote and other speeches 

and the Foundation executives and staff participated in more than 45 conferences to share Lumina’s knowledge with 

other attendees. 


Research and Publications The Foundation conducts substantial nonpartisan research and analysis on issues 
affecting access and success in higher education and makes such research widely available at no charge. For 
example, in 2014, the Foundation released the fifth edition of its seminal report “A stronger nation through higher 
education' how and why Americans must achieve a “big goal” for college attainment.” This report offers a 
compelling case for the need to increase dramatically the higher education attainment rates, as a state-by-state 
analysis of the education level of residents, showing the work that must be done to accomplish the attainment goal of 
60%. Based on the research and analysis of “A Stronger Nation”, Lumina released policy briefs for each state that 
addressed the issues and challenges of each state in reaching the 60% attainment goal. In addition to “A Stronger 
Nation,” during 2014, the Foundation released two issues of “Focus” - this is a publication that highlights a 
significant issue in higher education. The research and publication work is essential to the Foundation’s efforts to
